New Telegraph Line. 


The announcem ent that the railroad 
company have ordered a com pletion of 
their telegraph line to this city as soon 
as the work can be done, is gratifying 
news to th e people of Los Angeles 
valley. There is but little over one 
huudred miles of line to build, aud as 
the poles and other m aterial can be 
landed at either end of the road—Te- 
hachape Pass and San Fernando—the 
greatest distance m aterial will have to 
be hauled by teams will not exceed 
fifty m iles from the end of the track.

San Francisco Alta and Chronicle. The 
reduction in the rates for private mes­ 
sages will probably be about one-half 
—a saving of nearly or quite $1,200 per 
m onth to the people of this city, be­ 
sides insuring greater telegraphic fa­ 
cilities. 
We will all welcome the 
com peting line, and its m anagers may 
rest assured th at they will receive a 
liberal share of the public patronage.

This secures a resolution 
passed and signed by all the members 
of the Legislature, acknowledging the 
Kellogg Governm ent and indorsing 
th e election of 1872, on consideration 
of obtaining a m ajority in the Lower 
H ouse by seating five Conservative 
contesting members. 
M cEnery, who was invited to be 
present, made a speech denouncing 
the agreem ent. 
The measure was carried by the 
country members, the city delegation 
being m ainly in favor of rejecting the 
proposition. 
G reat excitem ent pre­ 
vails even at this late hour and strong 
opposition is already developed. 
The 
sentim ent of the extrem e wing of the 
Democratic party is violently opposed 
to w hat they considera sacrifice of the 
people to the policy, and a difficulty is 
expected.
